traits, o'f>fp<&I>Je of such striking resem- 
blance that she was for a time quite 
the wonder of Europe. She used white 
papers for her cuttings, placing them 
ov^r a-, black surface, so that the mi- 
nute openings made by her scissors 
formed the "light and shade." 


The czar, Peter the Great, aud others 


of high rank paid her honor. One man 
high in office vainly offered her 1,000 
florins for three small cuttings. The 
empress of Germany paid her 4,000 
florins for a trophy she had cut, bear- 
ing the arms of Emperor Leopold, 
crowned v,ith eagles and surrounded 
by a garland of flowers. She also cut 
the emperor's portrait, which can now 
be seen iu the Royal Art gallery in 
Vienna. A great many people went to 
see her, and she kept a book in which 
princes and princesses wrote their 
rames. 


After she died, which was when she 


had lived sixty-five years, her hus- 
band, Adrian Block, erected a monu- 
ment to her memory aud had designed 
upon it the portraits of these titled 
visitors. 
Her cuttings were so cor- 


rect in effect and so tasteful as to 
give both dignity, and value to her 
work and constitute her an artist 
whose exquisite skill with the scissors 
has never iiefore or since been equaled.

It is, therefore, to Orville Wright, 
the inventor and bold and successful op- 
erator of tiie 'Wright Brothers' aeroplane, 
that tlie United Slates uuist look for its 
ability to lead the world in the conquest 
of the air. 


Orville Wright's aeroplane is n h.vivier- 


than-alr flying machine. It has nothing 
whatever to do with balloons or balloon- 
ing. It introduces an entirely uew meth- 
od of navigating the atmosphere, and it 
is considered-fairly certain that the neve 
ideas contained in its construction and 
operation are the real clues to certain 
ai:d practical domination of the air by 
u:an. 


The splendid photograph shown of this 


marvelous machine gives an exact idea of 


how it appeared In the construction tent 
at Fort Myer, across the Potomac River 
from Washington, the day the inventor 
announced that it waa completed and he 
himself was ready to lly through the air. 


The dirigible balloon merely floats in the 


air just 'as a. ship floats on the ocean be- 
cause of its lighter specific gravity as 
compared with the amount of air it dis- 
places. It floats' and is driven through 
the atmosphere by light and strong en- 
gines which work propellers of huge size, 
but acting on the same principles as the 
screw attached 
to au ordinary steam

It revolves the propellers at such an 


enormous rate of spec'd rbat a practical 
vacuum is created ahead of the aero- 
plaue. while behind is a hurricane of 
such violence that men'have been knock- 
ed fiat just from the air waves created 
•by the machine. 


Wright stands on the little platform, 


and from this point he cau direct the. 


engine and also manipulate the planes 
and so control the direction of tha ma-, 
chine. A speed of 40 miles an hour has 
been made by the aeroplane. When thia 
is compared with the 12-miie-an-honr gait' 
obtained from motor-driven dirigible bal- 
loons it is seen that the aeroplane offers 
the greater hopes of an air machine.

While Orville "Wright was displaying 


the aeroplane to the government experts. 
at Fort Myer his brother was doing the 
same in Europe to a concourse of' gov» 
eminent officials and enthusiasts from 
the many aero clubs of the different Eu- 
ropean countries. He, too, create'd a 
profoundly striking Impression, and the 
aeroplane is believed to be the real sojn- • 
tioii for aerial navigation.

by providing pU'Uty of the bent .quality 
vlnoKur, u rnrlety of nplc.es, both whole 
and ground. Including white- mustard need, 
celery seed, tuwerlc. powder iiud a supply 
of dark brown sugar, mid also n number 
of aplce bags made of cheese cloth. Have 
crooks of different 
slr.PH, wide-mouthed 


jugs and glass jars scalded and ready for 
us«. 


Pickled »llvrr nUlniicd ouloim, If 


carefully prepared, iitnko n very delicate 
and piquant relish, and arc good to add to 
a naiad In the winter mouths. 
I'lungo 


the onions, which should he very small iinil 
of uniform size, Into very hot water for 
five minutes and rub off the skins with a 
clean clotu. Boll In salted, bubbling wa- 
ter 10 minutes, then boll In. milk 10 min- 
utes. Drain and rinse in cold water. Stand 
In brlue>24-hours. Prepare a pickling vine- 
gar, using'the white wine vinegar, white 
sugar and a few mixed spices In bag. 
'When scalding-hot add the onions, which 
have been thoroughly rinsed, In cold wa- 
ter. Stir constantly In the vinegar for 
Qve minutes. 


Tomatoes may be cooked In two 


ways: Cooked and strained before being 
put into the Jars or cooked whole. 
In 


both methods, remove the skins by plung- 
ing the tomatoes into tolling water. A 
wire baske-' will aid lu this part of the 
work. 


• In canning the cooked tomatoes, cook 
about 30 minutes In a porcelain lined ket* 
tie, seasoning with salt. Strain through n 
soup strainer, reheat to the boiling point 
and seal carefully In prepared Jars. 
Ster- 


ilizing the tops and rubbers of the jars 
Is even more Imperative for keeping vege- 
tables than fruit. 


For canning whole, fill the jars half full 


with whole peeled tomatoes. Fill the Jars 
with warm water, put on the covers, but 
do not screw down tightly. Place the Jars 
In a large boiler. . Prepare a rack .or 
blocks of wood, or some such contrivance 
to llff'the jars above the bottom. Fill 
the boiler with cold water to come up 
to the necks of the jars. Let it boll for 
40 minutes. 
Fill up the jars with boll- 


ing 'water, adjust the rubbers, aud seal 
tightly.

Now that many men are going tu the , 


tailors to be measured for fall and early 
winter suits, a hint that may be useful 
to tbem is h?re given.

coat collar. Yet It does and a great dif- 
ference. 


The coat collar will be cut higher for 


a man who wears a wing or straightup 
or any single collar. But with a double 
collar the tailor cuts the coat collar a 
bit lower. 
If a man wears a double col- 


lar when he goes to be measured or fitted 
on and then whoii he wears tbe new suit 
puts on a wind or straightup collar he 
wll; show .the back collar button or stud, 
and also dislike the general set of the 
coat around the neck.

the collar, but it makes a marvelous dif- 
ference. There Is yet another small thing 
which makes n difference in the cut of 
the trousers, strange to say. 
Some men 


have a loop at tbe end of the shirt 
bosom, which they fasten on to the top 
or one of the buttons of their pants. 
Some men only use this loop when wear- 
ing a dress suit. 
Others never use it. 


Beware, therefore, what yon do with" It 
when you go to be measured or try on 
a pair of trousers. 
Follow your regular 


practice nnd don't Just button it on to 
your prints while you are being measured 
«r being tried on. 


It is almost unnecessary to mention 


that many men go to be measured at 
the tailor's for a winter or fall stilt wear- 
ing tho lightest wf summer underwear. 
The tailor, of course, notes this and al- 
lows for the change.'*'Yet it is nn easy 
matter to select a cool day and for tbe 
hour necessary just put on one's thicker 
underwear. 
This is particularly Impor- 


tant when trylnjj on tho winter garments 
in the hnlf and 
three-quarter finished 


state*. 
T3ie tailor will do his best, hut 


with guesswork, one cannot get that fin- 
ish <if rut nnd flt that is (he most de- 
sirable thing about a man's clothes.

Charles N. Fooler, Republican, of

Two Valuable Contributions. 


These two men have offered valua- 


ble contributions 1o the discusson of 
the proposed guarantee of bank de- 
posts. 
Mr. Gage lias set forth the 


present trend of bankers towards a 
closer watchfulness over al! institu- 
tions which accept Hie people's money 


' in trust, and has iu-licated the exact 
means whereby, under a guarantee 
law, bankers would do as now they do 
—maintain an assn^ialion empowered 
to look sharpiy ".nlo financial concerns 
which seem to be departing from 
sound methods. 


His reference to the John R- Walsh 


failure in Chicago was doubtless be- 
cause it was known lo tbc country 
froncraSlr. having Iwn given wjdr pub 
HcJty and then-fore ir.ost likoiy to at- 
tract attention as an i31u?tratjon.

No Delay for Depositors. 


It is quite np>ir«it that wndor

Modern business is conducted on the 


basis for the issuance of bank notes 
tie actual money passes from hand to 
hand. 


Modern System of Credits. . 


You go to your bank with a bundle 


of checks and drafts and deposit them 
to your credit. Against that account 
thus opened, you draw checks. They 
pass into the world of business, are 
accepted at face value, and circu- 
late virtually as does gold, silver and 
currency. If you pay your bills in 
checks, often you pass through weeks 
at a time when you have only a trifle 
of loose • change in your pocket for 
street car fare and the small things 
you need from day -to day costing too 
little to bother to dra-w a check. 


"A check cancelled is a voucher," 


has become'ft maxim In the business 
world. 


Complications, of" the System. 


Thte complicates business and forces 


all banks to associate themselves .in 
clearing Louses, and probably the pub- 
lic would be amazed were they to 
know at times, how sharply the clear- 
ing house committee looks into meth-. 
ods employed by its members. 


In the panic that began last October, 


funds were carried from bank to bank, 
taken ostentatiously through, the front 
doors, that depositors might know that 
other banks believed In the soundness 
of the institution which had been at- 
tacked by a run, and performed al- 
most every essential of the guarantee 
system.

Why? 
Simply because the modern business 


system is so complicated and so little 
actual money passes current that each 
bank must know that the others are 
properly safeguarding themselves and 
also that they are permitting the car- 
rying of accounts by depositors whose 
paper may always be depended on as 
•worth face value. 


Beneath the Surface. 


So beneath the surface, one could 


witness the clearingv house associa- 
tions examining collateral, securities 
and assets, and often serving notice 
on a given bank that the association 
•will require some change in methods 
on penalty of refusal longer to clear 
for that bank. 


BanKs Out ot the Association. 


How about banks not in the associa- 


tion? Many perfectly sound banks are 
not directly in tbe clearing house. 
They 
clear through 
another bank 


which does belong. 


Precisely the same rule applies to 


them, for, when need arises; tbe asso- 
ciation serves notice on the member- 
ba-Jk which' clears for the non-asso- 
ciation bank as to what will have to 
be done: and it is done promptly, too, 
in every instance. 
Bank-Book Should Be Worth Face. 


Thf: essence of the guarantee plan is 


that a bank book should be worth its 
face always. An entry in a pass book 
should not constitute tiie assumption 
of a risk by the depositor and the giv- 
ing of wide latitude to the banker. 
Such entry should be recognized as 
just as actual an asset as a bank note. 


Also, proper arrangements must .he 


made for the continued espionage of 
banks by other banks. 


and quite as important, 


banking laws must be enforced: over- 
certification must be stopped: loaning 
of funds in national banks on obvious- 
ly speculative schemes must cease: 
and other reforms must be wrought to 
invest the banking system of tho 
country wifli that complete confidence 
•w!ijoli. 5f induced would put a stop 
to all nervousness by depositors.
